The application has been amended as follows: nonelected claims 10-22 were canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
teaches an array substrate for use in an in-plane switching liquid crystal display device, 
comprising: a plurality of gate lines disposed in a first direction on a substrate; a plurality of 
data lines disposed in a second direction crossing the gate lines, a circular common electrode 
connected to the common line; a thin film transistor disposed near each crossing of the gate and 
data lines; and a circular pixel electrode disposed in the circular pixel region, connected to the 
thin fihn transistor, and spaced apart firom the circular common electrode. The prior art does not 
teach nor suggest in combination with the limitations supra, the gate and data lines have 
rounded portions and pairs of the gate and data lines define substantially circular pixel regions; 
a common line disposed in the first direction between the pair of the gate lines.
